It amazes me how many folks will try to stuff as 
many calls in as they can for me, and then wonder why their return 
takes a long time. Rule of thumb, at least 2 months per call beyond the 
first one....just the facts of life. Sometimes longer, sometimes sooner, 
depends on the call, how quickly I research that log, and a host of 
other items." 


Steve will send out a press release when the cards start going out. He states, "I've got the 
log....'ll be able to predict mailing once the QSL card is put to bed.. If you care to donate 
to this operation, I will forward donations received with the QSL cards to the team. As a
